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J. Edgar Hoover, the Director of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, who, 
in my opinicm, is one of the great living Americans, is genuinely concerned about 
the complacency and apathy of the American public toward the spread and influence 
of Communism, 

There is a dangerous tendency to discount the menace of domestic Commu- 
nism because of recent declines in open party memberships.' The facts are, how- 
ever, that Communist strength, according to their own leaders, cannot be measured 
. . . even approximately. . .by statistics . The real backbone of Communist power lies 
in organized deception. For example, when the Communist Party was at its peak in 
the United States, it was stronger in numbers than the Soviet Party was at the time 
it seized power in Russia. Even today, only 4% of its populace are open members of 
Russia's Communist Party. In the U. S. , one or two Communists in places of influ- 
ence, such as government bureaus, diplomatic corps , labor unions, schools, churches, 
civic groups, etc. , serve them much better than larger groups. 

"It can't happen herel ", you may say. Perhaps you recall when the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities attempted to conduct hearings in San Fran- 
cisco on Communist influence in schools , Under the guise of invasion of civil 
liberties, and with a well -planned campaign complete with mob action, the Commu- 
nists made a mockery of the hearing.

We are gathered here tonight to pay tribate to 
tfee-.i'lag of our country. . " 

The first tribute I wish to pay personally is 
to quote from the works, of Robert G.~ Ingersoll," who 
wrote s "Ours is the only- flag that- has in reality 
written upon it, 'Liberty, Equality, Fraternity* I* 
. the grandest three words in all the languages of men, " 

The second tribute I wish to pay is to. quote 
six lines from an ipnortal poem by John Greenleaf 
Whittier, which reads j 

"Over Barbara Frietchie^s grave,. 
Flag of freedom and union wave! 
Peace and order and beauty draw 
Round thy symbol of light and law; 
Xnd ever the stars above look down 
On thy stars below in Fredericktown*" 

And the third tribute is to quote what is his- 
torically known as "the creed of a great American," 
Baniel Webster: 

"I was bom an Americans X will live an Amerl- 
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can*, and I shall die an American; and I intend to - 
perform all the duties incumbent upon me in that " * 
character to the end of my career. 1 mean to 4o 
this,, with- absolute disregard of personal conse- 
quences* What are personal consequences? What is 
the individual man; with all the good or evil that 
may- betide him, in comparison with the good or- evil 
which may befall a great country in a crisis like 
this , and,, in* the midst of great transactions -'which 
concern that country* s fate. Let the consequences 
be what they will, I am careless. No man can suffer 
too much, and no man can fall* too soon, if he suffer; 
or if h£ fair in defense of ! the flag, the 'liberties 
and the Constitution of this country ♦*" 

„ * 

-So-, my friends^ you have just heard -the reading 
of "the creed of one great American," and how well 
it would be if every American today would commit it • 
to memory and action. The courageous dreed of Dan- 
iel Webster, is as fitting today as it was in his * 
time. We have "the same flag, the same liberties, 
and the same Constitution to defend;- We are facing 
a tremendous crisis, a world crisis, and we are in 
the midst of great transactions' which concern our 
country*" s fate, as well as the future of all mankind* 

Recently I read a little story- in one of the 
newspapers, it is humorous and yet rather pathetic/ 
but it seems to me to be in keeping with our subject- 
tonight « ■ ■ - 

It read? "Applying for his citizenship papersY ' 
? Gino» was doing all right until he came, 'to the" 
question about the American flag* 'What is it/ 
asked the Judge, Hhat you always see flying cVer ** 
the courthouse?. 1 - 

"tPeeginsSJ confidently replied ♦Gino. 1 "' 
Wo doubt., Gino was .honest and well-leaning in 
his answer-./ • No doubfhe became a good citizen.

Bui it is inconceivable to ras how anyone s£u%isig 
the requirements for citizenship in our great coun- 
try could do so and not learn or be told by someone • 
that our flag is symbolic of all our liberties and 
rights, and that its. presence over our courthouses 
is our guarantee that they will be preserved for us 
and for future generat ions * 

But today, in contrast to Gino, we seem io have 
in pur midst many misguided individuals who, know- 
ing ^hat it is. the flag that flies over our court* 
houses^ yet advocate changes to other, systems of 
government which are incompatible with true freedom* 
Should, such striving prevail, it would tear the syia* 
boi of liberty from our halls of justice and cast 
the flag at Gino f s feet and our own. 

Such individuals, in the aggregate* seemingly 
belong to- no especial class or creed or racial 
strain; but perhaps are various, malcontents from -all 
of t^iese j who for foolish and selfish purposes, 
Joined .to a dislike of true and benevolent authority, 
have* fallen prey to teachings incompatible with our 
ideate, .of democracy? which teachings, if established 
in iimeriea,. would destroy our; temples of freedom 
&nd ieaare; nothing but the chaos- of despotic tyranny 
instead; \ 

•John Foster Dulles, in an article Concerning 
this, trend, some years ago summed up -his work in 
Lif e, iS&gazine by statings 

ji It can be taken as certain that as the full 
implications of the communistic system cane to be. 
better understood by the American people, it v&ll 
revise in them the spirit, which led their forbears- 
to pledge their lives, their fortunes and their sa- 
cred honor to secure their personal freedoms," - 

Let us canbat this trend at once with the truth, 
and as Daniel Webster said, and in the same spirit, 
perform the duties incumbent upon, us, realize the 
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truth ourselves, and broadcast it widely and far 
that "the Declaration of Independence is the grand- 
est, the bravest and the profoundest political docu- 
ment that -was. ever signed by the representatives of 
any people," 

To quote Robert Ingersoil again f . "Let us 
realize that the American flag expresses the will 
of a free people, and proclaims that they are supreme 
and that they acknowledge no earthly sovereign but 
themselves," 

Wherever the American flag, has gone, it has 
been the herald of a better day. It has been the 
pledge of freedom, of justice, of order, and of 
civilization. Likewise, our flag stands for human- 
ity, for an equal Opportunity to aH the sons and 
daughters of men. It represents liberty and union, 
now and forever, one and inseparable. Let us with 
the same courageous love of country as expressed in % 
the creed of one great American^ stand., shoulder to 
shoulder for the honor and greatness of Our country, 
and Our fla<g. Because it is*

Our courts of law can mle against that which is il- 
legal according to our Constitution and our Bill of 
Rights* The Stars and Stripes is the emblem of our 
sacred concept of freedom, and under it we do not 
have to wait for one man to -say what we shall do, 
nor fear his retribution, agonizing and unmerciful 
as is that of the despotic tyrant. 

Under the Stars and Stripes we can sincerely 
say* "Thank God for America, and God bless our 
flag* 

"For in a troubled world an American can still i 
retain his freedom -* own property, send his chil- 
dren to school, .worship as he pleases, express him- 
self, and obtain his news from a free press and
